Bion, which sat at Washington in the 
early^'dH.'.of 1871, had agrood upon a 
peacEffnl'mddn of adjnftthig all mattciV, 
of dispute l)etwoon tho two groat 
branclw^-jpf ; the /^uglo-Saxou Family, 
all good pooplawer? glad— not so much 
because a long*ataii<ling and dangerous 
famU)(tT<luaiTel bad beou put iii 
train* f6r*peiicefnl settlemont, but bo- 
cause a great precedent has been created 
A\li(U-eby all international dis]Mites 
inight, in time to come, tind rational 
and amicable solution. There had, 
in fact,, beeti established the basis of 
a High douii of Universal Peace, 
where all civilized peoples might .set- 
tle Llieir (lis])utes in accordanco witli 
the priiici[)leH of rea.son and justice, 
instead of yubmitting them to tlio ar- 
bitrament of tho Dc^uon of War. Al- 
though tlio higli hopes created by tho 
'fn^aty of Wasliington were at one tiuu; 
in ilaiigor of 1 icing crushed out uihL^r 
the weight of "Consequential Dnina- 
ge.s" pilori upby American avuricious- 
noss, yet tho world may now I'airly be 
congi'atulfitecl"tipo'il the prospect of tii(> 
fijial fcritMir[>h of those great principles 
which^e^^ejity of Washington was 
Gxpeoiea to esttibliBh. Tho decision of 
the High Court of Arbitration at Cle- 
neva, it is safe to say, will not l)o alto- 
gothor aatinfactoiy to either party to tlic 
disijute. G reat Britain will cai'e less 
for the i^altry sunr awarded to tlie Uni- 
ted States than for a decision which 
makes her responsible Avhere she is 
conscious of her own inuoc'cnce; and 
tho refusal (jf Sir Ahixaiuler C'oclcburn 
to acquiesce in the decision indicates 
sensitiveness on this point. Apai-t 
from this, however, Great Britain 
may well' , feel satisfied with n 
decisioti..' which mulcts her in n 
Rum scarcely greater tlian what slie 
willingly allowed to Canada in con- 
fiidoratioii of the "Fenian Claims." 
Tlie amount of awar<l will be as uo- 
thing in the eyes of tho nation compar- 
ed with tlic inestimable advantage of 
establishing a goodundei-standing with 
a nation s])riing from her own Iniiis.und 
in very many respi cts still identicai 
with |i,er in interest and in sympatliy. 
The radi'al inthiencc (jf the jirinriple 
thus establislied is worth many times 
three hiillionfl*t6 Great Britain. On 
the other hand, it is difficult to sen 
how the Great Republic caii foei alto- 
gether ^^^tislied with tho decision. 
Firat the extravagant claim so injudici- 
ously ►fpressed for "Consequential 
Damages" was disallowed. Tlien the 
dozen of vessels for the depredations of 
which it was souglifeto hold Great Bri- 
tain responsible, were reduced to 
three. And then, tlie amount of dama- 
ges, whicii cujjiility liad accustomed 
tim ])(.)pnlar mind to think of as 
away u]i auiongst the luindreds of mil- 
lions, caiuo down under tho rigid sour- 
tinyof the Arbitrators to fifteen millions.

— On my return from 
the uijjicr Homatheo pass, I was very 
much annoyed at seeing in tho newspa- 
pers seusationial stories of accidents, 
liardship=5 and aiitiei])ated starvation in 
the eaiaps of the surveying parties en- 
gayeil on the ISiilr Inlet route, which will 
give great anxiety to the friends of these 
]Kirties. .Mso.many alisnrd rumors aliont 
bi iili^rs, f( rries and 15-milo canyons, cal- 
i iilaieil t > iniHlead tho public. To allay 
any anxieties which the friends of the 
surveying jiarties may have, I sliall be 
glad if thron,!,di your journal yon will 
periiiil me to inform the jnihlic that with 
common prudence on tho jiart of the 
parties engaged in these surveys tlu'v 
never have been or are likely to lie subject 
to any e\t raoi(liii;irv hardsliips, beyond 
the usual hard lalxnir attending similar 
work. 

On tli(> I'Jth of .Inly, :Mr. O'Keilly and 
myself engaged 10 Indians and '.i large 
canoes to take sttvres up to the parties W. 
and X. But being w(dl aware of the diili-

Meantime I went 
to t^)uesnellc'mouth, explored the eoniitry 
in that iiei'^'lilionrhood, and (Ui the 'iDth of 
July met the imdo-train at Alexan- 
dria, with over 5000 pounds of provisions. 
T'hrough tho .is.sistnnce of Mr. McKinley, 
I hirrd three ( 'hileotin Indians and four 
hiu'ses, ami next day we all started on the 
ohl trail to l'nntzi(> Lalie. Our jirogress 
at first was idow, as had to opm up the 
trail, across wliiidi thrri' wa'^ much fal'liMi 
timli.'r.

1 supplied 
them Willi provisions for the rest of tleMr 
journey to Alexandria — Alexis returning 
with Jir.

From Mr. O'Beilly 
f learned the mishap to Gansliy's ]iarly 
and the subseipient news of Ihoir safety, 
a] a) of the d. : erti.,n of the 20 Indians we 
had i iifa'-'eil :il Stewart's island.

Wliile 
tliis was being done I drove up to the 
Cariboo District, inspected many of the 
mines and examined tlii> cimnlry as to the 
farililies fur rail Way eoniiei't ion with the 
triinl; line. 1 have been liere these 
la:.t tliiee d.iys making final arrangmnonts 
with .Mr. I;, ^;^•liellnan for completing a 
liiiii of Hurviiys from tho Thompson River 
to P.iito Inlet. 

l\Ir. John l^rcJjCiinan starts from the 
depot on l''raser River near AN'illi.am's 
Lake lu-iiMiri'ow, ivitli a train of -10 mules 
Jadeii with provisions, clothing, i^tc., for 
the depot at Middle Lake, Iloinalhen 
River. iNlr.

I leave to-ilay witli a small train and 
two men for (^uesiielle Lak(!, thence up 
the Ilorse-tly Biver and thenco to the 
north branch of the Tiiomiison River by a 
route as far north asl canlind praoticablo. 
I exxject to meet Mr. Fleming, somewhere 
about Tote iTauno'Cdohe and return Avith 
him to Kamh)o])s. 

As regards the eliaraetor or com{)ara- 
tivo nu'rits of the several nnites being 
surveyed or explon-d, any speculation on 
the subject at i)i'eHent,er any Htatements or 
opinions of the surveying parties, or other 
parties, aro simply worthless and calculat- 
ed to mislead tho public. My assistant 
only know abmit the small ]mrt allotted to 
eaidi of them and that very im[ierfiH;tly 
till the idans are made. Outsiders have 
no means of fornliIl^^■ an opinion, and I j 
liavo only got throngh or seen about lialf 
the country to bo explored. Thero aro 
certainly great difficulties in getting 
through tho Cascade raugo, by any route, 
yet I am glad to be able to state, that 
tlioro are long slreti'hes in tho interior 
remarkidjly easy for railway constriiclion 
and I lio])e before our labors aro complet- 
ed wo sliall lind a route, tliat will bring 
tho iivorage cost of a railway through this 
Province down to a reasonable figure.
